Part B involves the replacement of the QEW northbound and southbound bridges at Lyons Creek; and the 
replacement of the QEW northbound bridge and rehabilitation of the QEW southbound bridge at Tee Creek. The 
Tee Creek and Lyons Creek bridges are located in the City of Niagara Falls, Niagara Region, as shown in the key 
plan. Part B followed the Class Environmental Assessment (EA) for Provincial Transportation Facilities process for 
a Group ‘C project. 

Traffic Staging / Detours 

Construction is anticipated to commence in Spring 2016 and be completed by the end of the 2017 construction 
season, with a shutdown period over the winter months. The proposed construction strategy includes the 
replacement / rehabilitation of the QEW southbound bridges at Tee, Lyons and Black Creek in 2016 and the 
replacement of the northbound bridges in 2017. The QEW will be reduced to one lane in each direction at the 
bridge sites during construction. 

Temporary closure of the west-to-south ramp at the Netherby Road interchange will be required in each 
construction season, with alternate access provided via Netherby Road and Sodom Road. At the Lyons Creek 
Road interchange, ramps to the southbound QEW and from the northbound QEW will be temporarily closed in 
each construction season and it is anticipated that the west-to-north ramp will be temporarily closed for the 2017 
construction season, with alternate access provided via McLeod Road and Sodom Road. Advance notice of road 
closures will be signed.
